HR-166, a “bill to prohibit discrimination of the basis of affectional 
Or sexual preference", has been introduced into the U.S. House of 


Representatives by Bella Abzug (NY) and others. It will amend the 1964 
Civil Rights Act to protect gay people in areas of employment, public 
accomodations, public education, etc. The NGTF will hold a press con- 
ference on the bill with the sponsors and heads of supportive groups 
such as the American Psychiatric Assoc., NOW, and the ACLU. 


Dr. Howard Brown, 50, Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
National Gay Task Force (NGTF), died on February 1 of a heart ailment. 
Former member of Mayor Lindsay's cabinet, he founded NGTF with former 
GAA president Dr. Bruce Voeller. NGTF has become in the last year the 
most stable and successful gay liberation organization on a national 
basis to date. Its educational program, extensive lobbying for gay 
civil rights, and close contact with the media have brought about much 
forward progress. There are 1,000 members in the NYC area alone, with 
hundreds more across the nation.
